HOUSE PLANTS 


Add roomscaping to your skillset and 
become an indoor gardenista

T here’s nothing like going back to nature 
for inspiration in your home, especially 
when it comes to designer accessories 
which you can grow. House plants have 
become increasingly popular over the past 
twenty years, with new varieties gracing homes 
and workplaces across the land. Peace lilies are 
a relatively new arrival and it is extraordinary to 
thinlc that bonsai and orchids can now be 
purchased at large supermarkets as easily as 
bread and cheese. 

GROW FOR IT 

People have loved plants since ancient times 
and the English became really obsessed with 
growing plants indoors in the Victorian era. 
Today we are still impressed by the wealth of 
textures, colours and shapes at the garden 
centre and the next step is to work out how best 
to display these treasures at home. 

The British gardening expert. Dr D.G 
Hessayon says, “A house plant can do so much 
more than just stand on its own in a plant pot on 
the sideboard. There is a real desire to create 
decorative features with plants rather than just 
having them as green pets. Very simply, 
roomscaping involves understanding and then 
putting to work the various interior designer 
rules and ideas which go into the creation of 
a house plant feature.” 

STATEMENT PIECE 

Dr Hessayon outlines five feature styles for you 
to consider. You may already have a stand- 
alone pot which malces a statement because of 
its use or its eye-catching appeal. Developing 
this idea brings us to the pot group, which is a 
collection of stand-alone charmers in which 
every pot or its holder remains visible. 

Multiplant containers are malcing a comeback 
but need careful maintenance as their contents 
can grow at different rates. Malce sure that pots 
are removed or hidden from sight. Try a glass 
garden for plants which are partially or fully 
enclosed within a glass container, or a water 
garden if you 'd prefer a feature in which plants 
are close to, or within, a water container.

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GOLDEN Rules 


Before you treat yourself to some new plants 
(or rearrange your existing ones) read this 
expert advice from MiaFleur 

i Make sure that the plant suits the situation - ferns 
will get frazzled on a sunny window sill but 
sempervivums will love the sun. 

i Group different sizes, shapes and textures of plants 
together for a stunning display. Try spiky aloe vera 
against a mound of mind-your-own-business, 
contrasted with trailing ivy, to enhance each plant. 

• Add height to the display for visual interest. There 
are lots of ways to do this, from tall urn style pots 
(fill the bottom with gravel or polystyrene) to 
standing containers on a pile of books or an 
upturned teacup to raise them up. 

• Colour co-ordinate pots to enable the plants to take 
centre stage. This method is also much more restful 
on the eye. Shades of white and grey are the 
simplest and most effective combination. 

• Accept that some plants need more nurturing and 
might be early casualties if you are new to house 
plants. Sempervivum, spider plants and ivies are 
hard to kill and are great for novices. They make 
for simple to maintain, but interesting, displays.

I see my houseplants as an ever-changing 
display (rather like cut flowers) and as they 
grow they need to be rearranged. Group 
several small ones together with a couple of 
taller architectural ones for extra impact. At 
the moment my favourites are an aloe vera 
with its tall spikes surrounded by trailing ivy 
and a Boston fern for its lush fronds. Keep to 
shades of green and rely on texture and 
shape for interest, rather than flowering 
plants, for a cohesive display. An economical 
way to bulk up your collection is to buy some 
faux plants. We have a new range launching 
in May and they're handy for spots where it is 
hard to grow a real plant. I recommend 
The House Gardener by Isabelle Palmer and 
The Plant Recipe Book by Baylor Chapman.

BRANCHING Out 

Acting editor of Grow Your Own magazine, Claire Holmes, reveals how to successfully take chard from your plot to your plate

“June is an exciting time for growers. There are 
signs of healthy, vigorous growth springing up 
across the plot and harvests are starting to roll 
in. While the main jobs for this month will 
involve planting out indoor-sown crops and 
keeping an eye out for pests and diseases, 
there’s still plenty of sowing that can be done. 
Oriental veg such as pak choi and broccoli raab 
are great options for those who want to try 
something a little different, and quick-maturing 
crops such as baby turnips, radishes and cut- 
and-come-again salads should also be sown 
continually throughout the summer. 

Another vegetable which can be started this 
month is chard. This wonderful leafy crop not 
only tastes delicious, but its colourful stems and 


crumpled 'elephant-ear’ leaves also look 
fantastic growing in your garden. Sowing can 
talce place between April and July and should be 
done directly into finely-prepared, well- drained 
soil, which has already been watered. Distribute 
seeds finely in your soil, spacing rows 40cm 
apart. Once seedlings have appeared and are 
growing strongly, thin your plants so that they 
are 15cm apart. Don’t just throw away the 
excess though - these young leaves can be 
enjoyed as tasty microgreens scattered over 
salads. Water steadily as they grow and when 
harvest time comes around, pick the leaves 
regularly - you’ll notice that your plants will 
continue to produce new growth throughout 
the season.”

The queen hee of the British gardening scene reveals her planting 
advice for the month and shares a fantastic offer with you 


N ow that the frosts are over, it’s our 
dahlia planting moment. Dahlias are 
tender tubers, and if you plant them 
out before the risk of cold spells has passed they 
can suffer and die, so it’s best to wait until June. 

We devote more and more room to dahlias 
at Perch Hill. In a good year, they’ll flower from 
late June to early December, particularly in 
a sheltered spot. Cosmos 'Purity’ out-does 
dahlias in terms of buckets produced per 
square metre, but we leave our dahlias in the 
ground here and treat them as a perennial plant, 
and they require very little work from one year 
to the next. 

They come in all shapes and sizes and are 
available in some beautiful colours. My three 
current favourites are 'Purple Flame’, 'Waltzing 
Mathilda’ and 'Soulman’, which look brilliant 
growing in the garden together or picked and 
arranged in a vase. 'Happy Halloween’, a new, 
untamed variety I found in a trial field in 


Holland, is another cracker, in a dazzling orange 
hue. I’ve only had it in the garden for three 
years, but it always flowers earliest and for the 
longest time. It is intensely bright and excellent 
mixed with the equally new and unusual 
anemone-flowered dahlia 'Blue Bayou’. I love 
these growing together and, planted out now, 
they’ll be in flower in about six weeks, and will 
continue to bloom all the way until November. 

Dahlias thrive in most sunny situations and 
do best in fertile soil, with plenty of moisture 
and good drainage. To plant them, dig a hole at 
least 30cm square and 30cm deep for each one, 
spacing them 75cm apart (although this may 
change depending on the expected final size of 
the variety you’ve chosen). Cover the base of the 
hole with compost or manure and give it a good 
dousing with a full watering can, then plant the 
dahlia. Add grit to the planting hole if your 
garden is on heavy clay soil. You will need 
a stout stalce to support each plant and it is 


a good idea to knock this in first and then place 
the plant by its side. After about a week in the 
ground, scatter a couple of trowelfuls of fish, 
blood and bone fertiliser around the clump and 
give them another good soaldng. 

Dahlias grow very quicldy once they get 
going and can easily brealc off at the base in 
windy or rainy conditions, so malce sure they are 
securely stalced and tie them every couple of 
weeks. Then all you need to do is pick, pick, 
pick! Don’t dead-head, live-head and bring in 
bunches to decorate your home. Dahlias will 
flower all the longer and harder for your harvest.

T here’s no better place to retreat after a long day than your

one of the first people to display these seemingly personal items so 
publicly and, unbeknown to him, he had in fact pioneered the first 
bathroom showroom. 

Today, Thomas Crapper & Co. keeps this rich heritage at the 
forefront of its identity, and current owners, Simon Kirby and Warrick 
Knott, have a strong passion for the great history of this famous 
firm. Simon, a bathroom industry historian and a collector 
of outdated loos, basins, taps and baths, malces sure the 
values of Thomas Crapper remain alive by working 
vshth skilled and enthusiastic specialists.

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REAL GARDENS Riverside retreat 



O ne word that could never be used to describe Dr 
Joanne Merrison’s approach to gardening is timid. 
While many of us would feel daunted by the mere 
thought of talcing on an 80-acre site, containing a historic 
house, car park and vast lawns, she embraced the challenge. 
Along with three part-time gardeners, Joanne and her 
husband Robert, an art dealer, have worked tirelessly over the 
past twelve years to create an outdoor space that mirrors the 
grand, elegant architecture of Narborough Hall, in Norfolk, 
which dates back to 1587. 

PLENTIFUL PRODUCE 

Joanne, who studied at the University of Sussex and went on 
to teach English Literature and Romantic Poetry at Cambridge, 
is by no means a stranger to gardening. She comes from 
a farming family and won gold at the Sandringham Flower 
Show for her kitchen garden-style design in 2008. When it 
came to Narborough, a crucial job was the restoration of the 
dilapidated greenhouse in the walled garden, which had been 
untouched for over twenty years. Reviving this broken down 
building turned out to be a blessing, as it allowed Joanne to 
propagate thousands of seedlings and cuttings to be used in 
the grounds. As well as this, the kitchen garden was fully 
restocked, providing an abundance of useful and edible goods. 

This was one of the key considerations in Joanne’s 
planting plans - everything in the garden has to have a use, 
whether edible, medicinal or simply for display. She started by 
stocking a lone fruit cage, discovered in the old greenhouse, 
with currants, gooseberries and rosehips. Local heritage apple 
varieties were then sourced by head gardener. Bob Lever. 
Captain Palmer, Lynne’s Pippin, Red Ellison and St. Magdalen 
now grace the garden’s inner walls. These have been planted 
on vigorous rootstocks to produce large, traditional orchard- 



style trees. Original box hedging has been renovated and 
joined by more and one area, inspired by the Victorian poem 
Tied Beauty’ by Gerard Manley Hopkins, contains flecked and 
speckled foxgloves, fritillaries, hellebores and the gloriously 
scented rosa mundi. 

NATURAL HAVEN 

While some areas just needed a spot of tweaking, the grounds 
also provided Joanne with a completely blank canvas in the 
form of a south-facing gravel car park. Wanting to work with 
the shallow soil and landscape, she scratched through the 
gravel to sow seeds of native species such as ox-eye daisies.

ragged robin, viper’s bugloss and campion. This wild gravel 
garden has proved a huge success among the wildlife world, 
with clouds of bees and butterflies busily foraging from bloom 
to bloom on warm, sunny days. In fact, the whole site is a rich 
wildlife haven, with sightings of water voles and brown trout 
ensuring that it is a site of special scientific interest. 

TRUE COLOURS 

The stand-out features of the garden are the glorious, colour- 
themed borders. Joanne admits that she talces her inspiration 
not from what flowers are in fashion, but from names and 
hues that personally resonate with her. For example, her 
pastel border came into being thanks to her daughters’ 
fascination with candy-pink clothing and princesses. It 
contains traditional plants such as dianthus, roses, hollyhocks, 
lupins and froths of Alchemilla mollis, which results in 
a beautifully informal yet streamlined planting scheme. On the 
opposite end of the colour spectrum, the delicious-sounding 
plum and chocolate border contains fruit and edible flowers 
such as black hollyhocks, sultry roses, dusky dahlias, crab 
apples, blackcurrants and grapes. 

Joanne’s latest development is the bridal garden, which is 
filled with white-flowered plants. This graceful scheme and 
the stunning views across the parkland to the local church 
have made Narborough Hall a popular wedding venue. It also 
offers willow- weaving workshops, a cafe selling home- 
produced food, art exhibits and children’s walks, clearly 
demonstrating Joanne’s abundant enthusiasm to continually 
talce the garden forward into the future.

T racey Rosser found her new home, Wisteria Cottage, 
by chance, when she became lost in a tangle of 
unnamed roads in a quiet corner of the Chiltern Hills 
to the east of Henley-on-Thames. “At the time, we were 
looking at renting not buying, but when we found the cottage 
we decided to buy as it was a really special place.” 

The three-bedroomed cottage is set in a large garden with 
wide views over open fields that slope down towards an 
ancient road called the judges ride’, which is said to be where 
the judge travelled on his way to try suspected highwaymen. 

Tracey, who works in veterinary pharmaceuticals, wanted 
to live in the country but her husband, Andy, was used to 
living closer to town and initially he felt the property might be 
a bit isolated. Any worries about being out on a limb were 
soon put to rest when the couple discovered that there was 
a thriving and welcoming community close to the house. 
“People here are very open and helpful,” observes Tracey, 
“And the other great thing about living here is that 1 can stable 


my horse, George, only a short walk up the road, making this 
a great base for riding.” 

LIVING THE DREAM 

Andy, who runs his own blast cleaning business, says, “The 
cottage was a great opportunity to do something I have 
wanted to do for quite a while. In my work I’m often cleaning 
up new green oalc beamed buildings, or perhaps restoring 
even older buildings where the beams are blackened with age 
or paint. I’ve seen the way a property can be brought back to 
its former glory, and I wanted to live in one myself. Now I just 
love the place. The thing I like the most is the warmth of the 
natural wood and the lightness.” 

When the Rossers first saw the property it needed a lot of 
improvement, but thankfully no major structural work was 
required. Soon it would become a nurturing home for Andy 
and Tracey, and their son. Tommy, and Digit, the ginger tabby, 
as well as numerous chickens. “The master bedroom ceiling

was probably the biggest job. It was sagging so badly that it 
came down to head height, so we needed to give the fabric of 
the building some TLC,” says Tracey. Today the old chimney 
breast has a charming curve reminiscent of the roof of an oast 
house and the room is a cosy and romantic space. The classic 
soft bedspread is by Peacock Blue and the striped cushions 
are from Laura Ashley, whilst a charming vintage suitcase 
came from France. 

STYLE CHALLENGE 

“The style of the house was rather twee when we bought it, 
full of lace and doilies,” says Tracey. “We wanted to keep it 
feeling like a country cottage but update it so it fitted our style 
better. The kitchen had a lot of unrealised potential, but I 
persuaded Andy not to knock down a wall and get rid of the 
pantry, as old-fashioned storage is good to have. We did have 
a slight decorating disaster, though, as Andy measured up the 
kitchen doors precisely, but then he screwed all the handles 
on wrong, so they all ended up off-centre.” Today the kitchen 
is organised around an electric Aga which allows energy 
efficient running in every season. In summer it is possible to 
switch on only the small oven, saving energy. A hand painted 
tile mural enhances the English country look. 
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Every quirk and period detail adds to the charm of the 
Rossers’ home, which started life as a row of farm workers’ 
cottages in the 17th century. The couple put a lot of effort into 
restoring the fireplace in their sitting room. Originally it had 
two small rough brick walls built inside and needed 
sandblasting to return it to a clean state. Once this focal point 
was in a good condition, Tracey enjoyed shopping for suitable 
decorations. The chicken sculpture came from a local gallery in 
Henley and the checked and dotty throws and lamp are by 
Frecldes and Bird. The dining room is the perfect place for fine 
French linen, a holiday purchase which is practical and easy on 
the eye. Underfoot, the golden flagstones evoke a rich sense of 
history, as does the Stanley stove in the hallway. 

Tracey loves the mature English country garden that came 
along with the house. “We thought it might need a bit of tidying 
up, but it turned out to be beautiful once we saw it come to life 
with the digitalis and hollyhocks in the spring and summer,” 
she smiles. 

While in some ways this is a very traditional house, Tracey 
and Andy have made it a comfortable contemporary home, but 
above all, the unique house is only part of what malces it so 
special for them. “It’s not just the house, it’s everything, it’s the 
people around, it’s the countryside. The house is just part of it.”

COTTAGE MAKEOVER

Monica Borg and Simon Michie transformed a quaint 
Essex cottage into a Swedish-inspired paradise

O n the outskirts of Great Dunmow, in Essex, stands 
Monica Borg and Simon Michie’s charming cottage. 
Its exterior boasts quaint windows and delicate 
greenery, giving it a quintessential countryside feel, 
but inside lies an unmistakably Swedish surprise. Having 
relocated to the UK from Sweden, Monica refurbished the 
cottage with her heritage in mind, while exploring her flair for 
interior design. This combination of hard work, patience and 
an eye for aesthetics yielded stunning and stylish results. 

TIGHT SQUEEZE 

Monica’s fresh start began many years ago, when she arrived 
in the UK vUth her four year old son, Daniel, following her 
divorce. She began working as an au pair, but didn’t discover 
Great Dunmow until later on, when she was training to be 
a florist. A row of early 19th century farm labourer’s cottages 
in the area where she worked caught her eye and, 
remarkably, one of them was for sale. Although the interiors 
were fairly compact, there was a large garden to provide extra 
space, which suited Monica and her son perfectly. 

“The house was dark and had been partially extended at 
the rear, so the layout was very awkward,” remembers 
Monica. “We had to go through a bedroom to reach the 
bathroom. There was so little space downstairs that we had to 
eat while sitting under the stairs!” This cramped lifestyle 
encouraged Monica to malce the cottage more functional and 
in keeping with modern family life. She decided to take on 
some of the more dated features first, demolishing an old 
fireplace and laying sisal flooring to create a contemporary 
look. She even sacrificed her old style to accommodate the 
proportions of this new property. “All of my London furniture 
had to be sold because it was too big for the cottage,” she 
recalls. Thankfully, this loss wasn’t detrimental to Monica’s 
determination - she continued to strive for a practical scheme 
in her home, which was visually appealing too. Inspired by 
classic Gustavian style and artist Garl Larsson’s cosy, idealised 
paintings of interiors, Monica wanted to translate this look in 
her own home. As a small tribute to him, she featured one of 
the artist’s best-known paintings in the kitchen, and began 
redecorating the cottage vUth a feel that evoked warmth 
and comfortability. 


TEAM WORK 

Thankfully, Monica didn’t have to tackle the entire cottage 
alone, as Simon, who rented the cottage next door, was eager 
to get involved in the project and share the hefty workload. 
“He heard me chipping away at the Artex on the wall late at 
night, but never complained,” tells Monica. They stayed in 
touch when Simon returned to Gambridge to live, but a year 
later, the cottage next door appeared on the market and it was 
too good an opportunity to miss. Simon bought it, as well as

the third cottage in the row shortly afterwards, so the couple 
could forge ahead with their dream home. 

But merging these three properties wasn’t an easy task, 
particularly as Simon and Monica took on the majority of the 
work themselves. “There’s nothing we didn’t do,” says Monica. 
“Plumbing, electrics, much of the building work - we’ve tried 
it all!” They even managed to fit the work around their time 
consuming jobs - Simon’s IT career and Monica’s shop, 
Delicious Home, which sells New England and Scandinavian- 
style accessories. This hard work and careful budgeting 
eventually paid off, resulting in a bright, four-bedroomed 
home, which now includes a new kitchen 
and bathroom. 


HOMELY TOUCH 

For Monica, this home was also a chance to 
showcase her design talents and insight 
into Swedish interiors. “We like to keep 
colours light in Sweden, due to the long, 
dark winters,” Monica explains, which was 
a look she replicated in the cottage. She 
decorated in a palette of soft greys and 
off-whites, with stripped wooden floors 
and pale painted furniture, contrasted with 
red gingham accessories for a splash of 
colour. Her choice of plain painted walls, 
scrubbed brick and pale wooden floors 
creates a natural simplicity, which suits the 
style of this old cottage, while her cream- 
painted armoire, bright rugs and antique 
pieces add interest and excitement to 
the scheme. 

There’s a sentimental element running 
throughout Monica’s interiors, and she 
admits to talcing inspiration from her 
childhood when choosing the decor. “This

^ I ^ acky’, Icitsch’, and ‘tat’ are not words which 
I anyone would necessarily want to be associated 
with their home. Yet these are the key words 
Chris Phillips’ uses when buying items online for the terraced 
Dalston house he shares with partner, Sean Keyes. The 
collection has steadily grown over the past ten years, since the 
couple arrived with little furniture and furnishings - choosing 
instead to start with a blank space. 

“The house seemed very empty for the first few months. 
We wanted to live here and get used to the space before doing 
any major work or investing in big purchases,” explains Chris, 
a music lawyer and author. “The house had recently been 
painted in neutral colours but both the kitchen and bathroom 
were in poor condition. The bathroom had lots of panelling 


and shelving and was really very Laura Ashley, which wasn’t 
our style at all. The kitchen also had dark panelled units, some 
of which had fallen off, and a black formica worktop,” he adds. 

PROFESSIONAL HELP 

After a few DIY paint jobs, the couple decided it was time to 
call in the experts for peace of mind. While out walking 
Sidney, their bichon frise, they stopped outside Amberth, a 
local interiors studio; this became the start of a good 
relationship as the company has since tended to most of the 
house’s needs, starting with the kitchen. 

“They must have been very frustrated with us, but 
certainly didn’t show it - we kept coming in to discuss our 
projects and it took six months from our initial meeting to sign

off on the new kitchen,” Chris says. “We were very indecisive 
- not about the design but more about pushing the button and 
committing to the work as it was our first large scale project 
and we’d had a bad experience in the past with dodgy 
builder,” he adds. 

Chris and Sean, a financial director for an interior design 
company, contributed plenty of ideas and were greatly 
influenced by ideas spotted on their travels. While Chris was 
writing his book, the couple rented a house in Palm Springs. 
They fell in love with its mid-century architecture, particularly 
a marbled stone kitchen wall that they have now replicated in 
their basement kitchen. “It only took a day to do; it looks very 
effective and people always comment on it,” says Chris. 

The inspiration for the bathroom came from somewhere 
closer to home, London’s famous Claridges hotel. “We wanted 
a period look and the team at Amberth were very excited, as 
they had previously only done very modern rooms,” he 
explains. It was a great project for all concerned. 

Further works around the house included a sensitive 


homage to the house’s original features. Chris and Sean made 
sure that fireplaces were renovated and they also installed 
some Victorian-style radiators. Another charming detail in 
their house is the period-specific cornicing which they have 
reinstated In the sitting room, the soft green walls provide 
a calming balance with the dark wood flooring and soft 
furnishings, giving an overall ’50s-’60s vibe. Sean had seen 
the pretty pink curtain fabric used in several work projects - 
the couple particularly love the way it contrasts with the walls 
and dark wood floor. 

Once the scene was set, Chris and Sean then introduced 
their favoured mid-century style decoration and furnishings. 
Original vintage pieces such as the Hans Wegner armchair 
and John Piper coffee table were placed among vintage 
reproductions and retro-effect paint colours and fabrics. Chris’ 
self-confessed eBay and Etsy addiction has helped finish the 
process - he readily admits that parcels arrive on a weekly 
basis, alongside his finds from antique and junk shops. The 
house is now filled with a cornucopia of owls, deer, vases and

We’ve always liked the mid- 
century style - especially Eames, Knoll and Verner Panton 
pieces and we’ll keep looking at these designers for other 
furniture around the house,” he adds. 


Chris 
bought a record 
player to add to the 
retro feel and was 
thrilled to rediscover 
his beloved LPs. 


The couple’s Initial reservations about moving into a new 
area are now long gone. Chris and Sean are thrilled with the 
living space and style they have achieved. “We liked the house 
immediately and now love Dalston. It’s changed so much over 
ten years - we love the diverse businesses and have made 


some great friends here. And we’ve also made a great home 


with plenty of room for entertaining.” 


KITCHEN MAGIC 


The challenges of renovating a Victorian terrace, meant 
that Chris and Sean called in the professionals to create a 
space with its own unique personality. 


A dark basement kitchen was brought to life with a bright, white 
kitchen from Amberth, along with a shot of colour in Luscious 
Lime emulsion by Dulux. There was only one contender to supply 
the appliances for the kitchen. It had to be Smeg, one of Italy's 
best-known brands, with its 1950s style fridge-freezer and range 
cooker for great entertaining. 

The high-gloss white kitchen cabinets are a great way of 
making a modern statement without being overly ostentatious 
and the latest storage solutions inside ensure that any clutter is 
kept to a minimum when cooking. 

Open-plan living ensured that Chris and Sean had to be 
careful with blending the kitchen and dining area. A simple 
display in an Ikea bookcase was the answer. It includes Sean's 
favourite childhood robot toy, among a selection of owls and 
glass vases. Chris made the kitchen blind using a John Lewis kit 
and his sister made the cushions from leftover Marimekko fabric, 
showing that a crafty vibe runs in the family. 

"In the bathroom, the brief was for a period look and 
Amberth came up with some great ideas to make this small area 
look spacious," says Chris. Thanks to some careful sourcing from 
Balineum, John Lewis and Lefroy Brooks, the wash zone looks 
timeless with some colourful accessories to give it a modern edge.

GAME OF THRONES 

TUDOR 

TRIUMPH 

How one majestic building 
was shaped by history

H ampton Court is one of Britain’s most intriguing 

buildings and it is really two palaces. Today we can 
see the remains of the red-brick palace, 
constructed for Cardinal Wolsey and Henry VIII in the early 
sixteenth century; and the newer build Baroque palace 
containing the royal apartments, commissioned by William III 
and Mary II. Its 1,300 rooms spread over 2.4 hectares (six 
acres) is in a complex of courtyards, cloisters and chambers. 
The setting is as fine as the buildings, with 24 hectares (60 
acres) of splendid gardens. Many parts, including the world- 
famous Maze in the wilderness, are precious survivals from 
a great age of gardening about three centuries ago. 

The palace is one of the UK's top historic attractions, as it 
has been for almost two centuries. It is inextricably linked to 
Henry VIII, one of the most famous, if also one of the most 
frightening of monarchs. Here Wolsey entertained his king 
and foreign ambassadors. Henry VIII and most of his six wives 
held court in its grand interiors. Shakespeare and his players 
performed in the great hall, and the authorised version of the 
Bible was conceived here in 1604. Charles I escaped house 


arrest after his Civil War defeat. William and Mary brought 
French court etiquette and a new architectural style to the 
palace after 1689. In the eighteenth century, Hanoverian kings 
and princes argued bitterly amid its splendours. 

GRACE & FAVOUR 

The court stopped using the palace after 1737, in favour of St 
James Palace, and George III rarely visited. He favoured 
Windsor Castle as the principal royal retreat outside London. 
Hampton Court became a retirement home for courtiers and 
diplomats by 'the grace and favour' of the sovereign. They 
shared it with an increasing number of tourists. From 1838, 
when Queen Victoria opened Hampton Court to the public, it 
became a magnet for millions of visitors from Britain and 
abroad. “Not in its stones nor in its gold is the greatest glory of 
a building, nor yet in its antiquity, but in the subtle spell that 
invests it by its association with those who in the past lived, 
thought and moved within its walls,” said Ernest Law, whose 
efforts at the end of the nineteenth century are largely 
responsible for how the palace today is presented. 



In the great kitchen, completed dishes 
were passed through the hatch in the 
wall, on the left to the serving place, 
beyond. Waiters then took dishes to the 
waiting courtiers in the great hall. 
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The decoration of the 
king’s staircase was not 
completed until after 
William Ill’s death. Antonio 
Verrio, who did the work, 
went on to decorate the 
queen’s drawing room for 
Queen Anne, the last 
Hanoverian mpnarch.

Ernest was appointed as the official historian to the Palace, 
and lived there until his death in 1930. There were always 
quirky or unexpected characters alongside the royal residents 
including Sikh princesses who campaigned for women’s 
suffrage, or George Fs chocolate cook, not to mention the 
hundreds of people who have got lost in the Maze and all have 
their part in the story. Today Hampton Court Palace is a busy 
workplace. It is looked after by Historic Royal Palaces, the 
independent charity which conserves the ‘unoccupied’ royal 
palaces and helps people to learn more about all the stories 
they hold. 

To understand the building, it is essential to know about 
court life and the etiquette that underpinned it. The monarch’s 
household, the royal court, was for centuries the political 
centre of the nation. At court, patronage and favour were 
given to those who pleased the sovereign, and taken away 
from those who displeased him. All attention was centred on 
the king or queen, who may actually have been seen by few, 
but whose presence was tangible. This was expressed both in 
the architecture and physical arrangement of the court. 


SEAT OF POWER 

English sovereigns had many houses, and the court moved 
with them. Before regular parliaments and a modern 
constitutional monarchy, the national administration and 
treasury were functions of court and the royal household. 
Where the monarch resided, there was the court, and people 
of high social standing expected to participate as courtiers. 
These houses were physical expressions of the ceremonial 
rituals focused on royalty and the logistics of servicing a vast 
number of people. Hampton Court was only one of over 60 
houses owned by Henry VIII, which the court would visit for 


periods varying from a few hours to a few months. 

The monarch’s throne was at the heart of a vast and 
slowly revolving array of functionaries, personal attendants, 
councillors, visiting members of the aristocracy and their 
servants, sight seers and tradesmen. The long chains of rooms 
in the place, one leading into each other, acted like a filter. The 
guards at each doorway prevented the unworthy from 
penetrating the king’s inner rooms. Clothes played a vital part 
in the guards’ decision whether to let someone pass, and 
clothing consumed a high proportion of a courtier’s income. 

Once inside the gates, the visitor found two main 
departments of the court. The Lord Chamberlain was 
responsible, for running the state rooms, and the Lord 
Steward's domain was the ‘below stairs’ area including the 
kitchens. When the king was in residence, milling crowds 
pushed through the courtyards. There could be as many as 
800 people in attendance at Henry VIIFs court. The centre of 
life for most lower-ranking members of the court was the 
great hall, where in Tudor times they dined in two shifts in the 
middle of the day. Senior courtiers ate in the adjoining great 
watching chamber. Henry VIII himself ate in stately isolation 
in his dining room with courtiers looking on: his dishes were 
produced in his own privy kitchen rather than in the great 
kitchen serving the great hall.

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Provisioning the royal household placed such a huge 
burden on the surrounding countryside that the court could 
not remain for long. In the later seventeenth century, the cost 
of feeding the whole household became prohibitive and the 
privilege was abolished for all but the grandest. Courtiers then 
had to make their own arrangements but the palaces always 
contained accommodation for them, indeed William Ill’s 
courtiers squabbled over the allocation of lodgings in the 
newly rebuilt palace at the end of the seventeenth century. 

A high-ranking Tudor visitor would expect to pass though 
the great hall into the more exclusive rooms beyond. Similarly, 
a visitor in later centuries would climb the king’s or queen’s 
staircases to reach the state apartments above. The sequence 
included a guard chamber, a privy or audience chamber, 
where the monarch sat beneath a canopy of state, an eating 
room, an inner privy chamber, a withdrawing room and 
finally a bedchamber. In the withdrawing room select visitors 
could see their sovereign in a less formal setting, perhaps 
playing games or in conversation. In the eighteenth century 
the 'drawing room’ became a both a place and an event, an 
entertainment with cards and tea-drinking where the king or 
queen would circulate for an hour or so.

GLAZE ANATOMY 

Collectables 

Margaret Pawling delves into delftware 
and discovers what made this form of 
decorative pottery so popular 


I t’s surprising the difference a glaze malces. 
An earthenware pot isn’t much use without 
one, due to the porous nature of clay. But 
add an exceedingly thin layer of glass (i.e. glaze) 
and then fire it in a kiln so that the glass fuses 
with the surface and you instantly have a pot 
which is impermeable to liquids. A clever bit 
of chemistry, that. 

This process was first discovered by early 
Assyrian potters. They created an opaque white 
surface - an ideal base for the application of 
decoration - by adding a small percentage of tin 
ashes to a standard lead glaze. The technique 
caught on rapidly, spreading across Europe and 
eventually reaching the island of Majorca. Here, 
‘maiolica’ was created, which John Black, 
a specialist in tin-glazed earthenware, describes 
as “one of the glories of world ceramics.” Italian 
maiolica was much admired and imitated in 
France, where it was referred to as Taience’. 

The English term ‘delftware’ derives from the 
centre for tin-glazed earthenware in Holland, 
the town of Delft. 


In 1618, another notable factory was 
established at Pickleherring Quay 
in Southwark by another immigrant 
potter, the Dutchman Christian 
Wilhelm, which employed both 
Dutch and English workers. 

The seventeenth century is also 
famous for the arrival of Chinese 


ROYAL REQUEST 

In the 16th century, the Italian potters migrated 
to Antwerp but, in the face of religious 
persecution, many left to seek out more 
peaceful locations. Two such potters, Jasper 
Andries and Jacob Jansen, arrived in Norwich 
in 1567, bringing their pottery skills with them. 
When the business didn’t pick up in Norwich, 
the pair petitioned Queen Elizabeth I for 
a waterside site in London and 
a twenty-year monopoly on 
the production of paving 
tiles, apothecaries’ pots 
and other wares. Their 





porcelain in Europe. The English had 
an insatiable appetite for these 
wares, and as English potters had yet 
to discover the secret formula for 
malcing true porcelain, they copied 
the Oriental designs in tin-glazed 
earthenware, in order to cash in on 
the growing demand. They also 
started to emulate the Dutch 
approach to the Oriental blue-and- white 
landscape designs, although the bodies of 
English delftware were softer and less refined 
than their true Dutch counterparts. 

“In the early days of tin-glazed earthenware 
in England, only the top surface was given a 
glaze with tin: the underneath had a lead glaze, 
probably for cheapness,” says John Black. From 
around 1690, Delft potters started using a 
second lead to enhance the brightness of the 
colours, known as kwaart glaze, and some 
British makers also worked with kwaart, but 
with less striking results. 

PORCELAIN PERILS 

Factories sprang up in Brislington and 

Liverpool, as well as London, and 

production of English delftware 
peaked in the middle of the 
18th century. But the 
industry declined 
with the arrival of 
a new ceramic called 
creamware (developed 
by potter and entrepreneur, 
Josiah Wedgwood), as well as 
the development of English 



porcelain which, unlike delftware, 
could withstand the thermal shock of 
boiling liquids. 

Another major problem with delftware 
was the price. The hazards of firing meant 
that less than half of delftware pieces 
survived and this, together with the laborious 
process of hand decoration, added to the 
cost. The wares were also fragile and though 
the pottery bodies themselves were robust, 
the thin tin-glaze was liable to chip. 

Despite its faults, delftware is still 
a popular choice among collectors, as Antony 
Ray of the Ashmolean Museum explains. 
“One of the most remarkable things about the 
delftware pottery industry was the way in 
which it tried to cater for every possible 
domestic need. In terms of decoration, the 
potters were imitators and adapters rather 
than innovators. English delftware made up 
for any relative lack of refinement by its 
spontaneity and honesty, and by its variety.”

Our expert shares her hints on identifying true 
English delftware 

Tin-glazed earthenware can be detected by the way 
its brittle glaze tends to chip at the edges, which allows 
a glimpse at the digestive-biscuit colour of the earthenware 
body beneath the glaze. English delftware is similar to its 
Dutch counterpart but the overriding mood, according to 
one source, is "provincial and naiVe rather than urbane 
and sophisticated." 

According to John Black, "For early pieces it is difficult 
to distinguish Netherlands from English origin, since both 
were made by Netherlands-trained potters. The only 
sure way to tell is by chemical analysis of the body, 
a technique with which the British Museum specialists have 
made remarkable contributions in recent years, but this 
approach has not yet been used to identify work from 
different British factories."

Lucy More shares some fascinating legends 
. from a grand 16th century manor house

N O matter what your favourite fairy tale may be, 
one element unites most narratives - a happy 
ending. This sort of story never loses its charm, 
especially when the finale comes after a hard-fought battle. 
Stories of survival, where the protagonist has succeeded 
against all the odds, fill us with hope, which is why the tale 
of the stained glass at The Vyne is particularly captivating. 

The Tudor manor house, situated in Hampshire, is 
currently undergoing an ambitious project to remove and 
restore 17 of the 18 stained glass windows located in the 
property’s chapel. It’s quite astounding that the windows 
have survived for this long, as House and Collections 
Manager, Lucy More, explains. “The glass was at risk as soon 
as it was installed, because it depicted Catherine of Aragon, 
who fell out of favour soon after the glass was made. During 
the 16th-18th centuries, Protestant reformers would have 
loathed the Catholic scenes depicted in the glass, while the 
Royalist imagery would have made it a prime target for 
Parliamentarians throughout the Civil Wars. It really has 
survived a huge amount in the time that it’s been here.” 

The origins of the stained glass and its survival are 
shrouded in myth and mystery. It is believed to have been 
created for the nearby Holy Ghost chapel by Flemish 
glaziers, and then removed for protection during the Civil 



War. A note in the Hampshire Records Office, which is 
addressed to Sir Charles Mill of Mottisfont, claims that the 
glass nearly suffered a watery demise, stating that it “was 
packed into chests and sunk in the ponds at the back of 
the house where it remained until the estate was sold to 
Chaloner Chute.” This is just one of the many intriguing 
stories that surround The Vyne which, according to Lucy, is 
“always revealing its secrets”. 

FAMILY MATTERS 

As well as its impressive collection of legends. The Vyne 
also has a rich architectural history. It was built by Henry 
VIII’s Lord Chamberlain, William, 1st Lord Sandys in the 
early 16th century, and Henry himself visited numerous 
times between 1510 and 1535. The chapel, home to the 
magnificent stained glass windows, and the oak gallery 
are the sole surviving features of the Tudor powerhouse 
and, according to Lucy, are the most atmospheric parts of 
the property. “The oak gallery has spectacular linenfold 
panelling with coats of arms carved into it, depicting the 
entire history of Tudor England. The interior of the chapel 
has a real atmosphere, you can feel that it is a very special 
place as soon as you walk in.” 

Another key figure in The Vyne’s history is John Chute, 
who lived at the property during the early 18th century. His 
ancestor, Chaloner Chute, took on the house in 1653, and 
transformed it from Sandys’ status symbol into 
a liveable family home. John was a close confidant of Horace 
Walpole, who is famed for reviving the Gothic style at his 
Twickenham home. Strawberry Hill. “You can really see 
that John had grand ideas for The Vyne,” Lucy explains. “He 
worked hard to preserve the features from earlier periods, 
which is why we still have the oak gallery, with its fantastic 
Tudor panelling. He didn’t mess about with things that he 
felt were of great importance to The Vyne, he just added his 
own flourishes. 

“The whole Ghute family was really conscientious in the 
way that its members went about restoring the property. 
We’ve got a fabulous history of stewardship which is great 
for us because, as the National Trust, that’s what we’re 
all about. Each generation made its own additions and 
alterations but still retained the integrity of the house.”

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LIGHT SHOW 

This summer, The Vyne is set to undergo another 
transformation, with the removal and restoration of the 
chapel’s magnificent stained glass windows. This ambitious 
plan comes after the successful completion of a pilot study 
on one of the 18 lights in 2013. 

“This is a really exciting project for us,” says Lucy. 

“It’s a big step forward, not just for the Trust, but for the 
conservation of stained glass. Once the glass has been 
taken out the chapel will be flooded with natural light for 
the first time in 500 years, and visitors will be able to see 
the incredible detail within it. There will also be a unique 
opportunity to see the glass up close, as the scaffolding 
platform will be kept up after the conservation is complete. 
The conservators will be wearing head-cams throughout, so 
that the whole process can be viewed live or downloaded.” 

The conservation is set to be completed by the end of 
this autumn. There’ll be no time for rest though, as the team 
will be straight on to their next endeavour, fund-raising for 
a new roof. “There’s been a slow degradation of the roof 
for a while,” Lucy explains, “but it seriously deteriorated 
last winter when we had those terrible storms. It’s a really 
positive time for The Vyne at the moment, as we look 
forward to a period of a great deal of conservation. This 
is what it’s all about ultimately, getting things done and 
continuing to conserve our properties and estates.”

TREASURE HUNT 

Guarantee a successful salvage shopping spree with advice from Ruby Hazael 


T he concept of recycling and reusing 
has dominated the shopping scene in 
recent years, with home-owners 
opting to forgo the new in favour of something 
with a sense of history. Architectural salvage is 
fantastic if you want to imbue your home with 
past times, and it is particularly useful for 
owners of period properties. Visit your local 
salvage yard before you begin your next project 
to find everything from reclaimed bricks and 
tiles, to doors and fireplaces. 

MASTER PLAN 

It pays to be prepared when shopping for 
salvage, as Ruby Hazael, from architectural 
salvage and antiques specialist Salvo, explains. 
“Make sure you pack a notepad, as you’ll need 
it to jot down the measurements of items you’re 
on the hunt for. It also helps to write down the 
contact details of any dealers whose stock you 
like, as you may want to contact them again in 
the future. Bring cash and a credit card, as some 


dealers don’t accept cards and there might not 
be a cash machine on site.” 

While salvage fairs and yards are great 
destinations if you have specific items in mind, 
they are also wonderful places to go for a spot 
of leisurely rummaging. Even then, it’s still 
worth keeping an eye out for key investment 
pieces. “Good quality reclaimed timber and 
stone flooring, reclaimed doors and antique 
door furniture, antique fireplaces, antique baths, 
basins and taps that suit the period of your 
home will all add value to your property,” says 
Ruby. She also recommends being wary of 
certain items, so that you don’t end up wasting 
your money. “Be practical - old furniture may 
need repairs or reupholstering, which will 
increase the total cost. Similarly, old lighting 
might require updating by an electrician. 
Antique radiators, baths, basins and taps are 
often supplied restored and ready to fit, but not 
always, so malce sure you check this 
with the dealer.” 


GOING GREEN 

As well as being more interested in the 
provenance of things we buy, we are also 
keenly aware of the effect that they have on the 
planet. Investing in salvage items not only saves 
them from the landfill, it also minimises the 
environmental impact. “Reusing increases your 
green credentials and produces less of a carbon 
footprint than buying brand new. And, although 
this kind of shopping is not always easy with 
children, they need to see how it’s done so that 
they grow up with a love and passion for old 
things and materials,” says Ruby.

A ccording to figures released by the 
government in 2012, 44% of the UK’s 
annual carbon emissions come from 
building and construction work. The Waste and 
Resources Action Programme also calculated 
that we use 420 million tonnes of building 
materials each year.

A FINE OUTLOOK 
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Double trouble? 



My windows appear to be in good condition but I want them to be double-glazed. 

Do I have to replace them entirely? 

No, depending on their condition there are options. If the windows are in good condition and are 
substantial enough to take double-glazing then the old glass can be removed and new double- 
glazed units can be fitted using a specialist process called Bi-glass. Alternatively, if the frames are 
sound but the sliding sashes are not so good, these can be removed and new matching, fully 
painted, double-glazed ones can be re-fitted to the existing frames. These services can save you a 
lot of money, perform very well and are far less disruptive than completely replacing your 
windows so be sure to ask the surveyor about your options!

Georgian glory 

J am looking for replacement windows for 
a Georgian house. Can you help? 


Sash windows have often been in place 
for decades and are painted over and over 
again. They may be in good condition 
underneath but they will need to be stripped 
back to the bare wood and repainted in 
order to guarantee longer life. If access is 
straightforward, it is best to remove the 
sashes from the frames so that all the 
component parts can be thoroughly 
examined. Once the multiple layers of paint 
have been removed, it is possible to redefine 
the original profiles and if the timber is 
fundamentally sound, minor repairs to the 
wood can be undertalcen. The windows can 
then be redecorated with specialist timber 
paint. It often makes sense to draught seal 
the windows as well, prior to reassembly 
and the final adjustments necessary to 
ensure proper operation.

• Strong thread 

"I I Create an undercover by placing a length of 
X I lining around the foam square, as if you are 
wrapping a present, as this will prevent the 
upper fabric sticking to the foam when 
adjustments have to be made. Bring over the 
two ends, folding under the raw edge. With 
a needle and thread, hand stitch across the 
opening. Fold in the corners, tucking under the 
raw edges, and hand stitch across. 

2 1 Cut two squares in the floral fabric 10cm 
I larger than the foam block (60cm x 60cm). 
Make four strips in plain material, 10cm longer 
and wider than the depth and length of the 
foam block (20cm x 60cm). Cut out all these 
pieces in wadding and cut the handle in floral 
fabric - two strips, 7cm x 30cm, trimming an 
arrow head at both ends. 
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Q I Lay out the fabric of one handle piece 
O I and with the wrong side up, press the 
iron-on interfacing onto it. Then, with the 
right sides of the fabric facing, stitch the two 
handle pieces together with a 1cm seam 
allowance, leaving a gap of approximately 
5cm in one of the straight edges. Trim away 
all of the corners and turn the handle to the 
right side through the gap. Tease out the 
corners and press. Close the gap with a few 
hand slip-stitches and add a row of top 
stitching 5mm away from the edge. 


4 1 Position the wadding, laying each piece 
I onto the wrong side of each of the 
corresponding pieces and pin or tack in 
place. Position and pin the assembled handle 
onto the centre of one of the narrow strips 
cut in the plain fabric and pin the handle so it 
sits away from the strip in a loop. Fix the 
handle to the strip by stitching a square 
shape just inside the arrow head, leaving the 
arrow shape free from the plain strip, then 
stitch a cross in the centre of the square. 
Repeat the process at the remaining end. 


5 1 Attach the four corners of the narrow 
I strips, which become the sides of the 
cushion. Pin and sew each of the four strips 
on the narrow ends together with 1.5cm 
seam allowances, starting and finishing the 
stitching 1.5cm from the start and finish of the 
seam line. 


6 1 Place and pin one of the floral squares 
I into the frame made by stitching the 
four strips together, with the right sides of 
the fabric facing each other. The corners of 
the squares should be positioned into the 
gaps left at the beginning of the stitching 
lines. Pin all around the sides and stitch in 
place with a 1.5cm seam allowance. Each 
edge will be stitched with a separate seam 
line. Repeat the process with the remaining 
square and to the remaining edges of the 
box frame. In one of the edges, leave a gap 
of 30cm. 


i~~7\ Trim away the excess fabric from the 
I I corners and turn the cover to the right 
side, then tease out the corners and press. 
Place the covered foam block into the cover, 
pin the edges of the gap together and stitch 
closed with hand slip-stitches. Don’t panic 
- the cover will be much larger than the 
foam block. Centre the foam inside the 
cover and pin the excess fabric together, 
maldng a roll on all the edges. When you are 
happy that the rolls are even, thread an 
upholstery needle with strong thread and 
malce large stab stitches around all of the 
edges at the top and base of the cushion.

Decide which underfoot option is best for you 
with our guide to the different types of wooden flooring 


D urable and beautiful, real wood 

flooring is something that many of 
us dream of having in our homes. 
But if your abode isn’t blessed with original 
wooden floors, it’s worth considering the 
other options before you splash the cash on 
the real thing. 

There are two main alternatives to solid 
wood - engineered wood flooring and 
laminate. There is often some confusion about 
the difference between the two, with many 
people believing them to be the same thing. 
Engineered wood flooring is a man-made 
product that is created from natural materials, 
and is typically formed from layers of ply 
topped with a layer of solid wood. The 
advantage of this over solid wood flooring is 
its resistance to temperature, meaning it can 
be used in bathrooms and Idtchens without 
the risk of expansion or contraction. Laminate 
flooring is also man-made but is entirely 
synthetic, and consists of layers of fibreboard 
planks covered by a photographic image of 
wood.

MONEY TALKS 

Laminate is often the cheaper option of the two, 
but this type of flooring usually requires 
underlay to be fitted during installation, which 
can quickly malce the price rise. Engineered 
wood will also last much longer than 
laminate - up to 75 years as opposed to 20 - so 
while it is more expensive at the time, it may be 
more cost-effective in the long term. 

You won’t be stuck for choice with either 
style of flooring, as there are hundreds of different 
colours and patinas available in both types. While 
laminate offers more variety out of the two - 
including a huge range of imitations of natural 
materials - engineered wood has an undeniably 
better finish, with a closer resemblance to the real 
thing. Visual impact is a crucial element to 
consider, particularly as flooring can effect the 
value of your home. 

FIT THE BILL 

When it comes to installation, both types of 
flooring are relatively straightforward to fit. 
Laminate can be deemed as slightly easier, as it 
uses a simple click-lock system, whereas 
engineered uses tongue and groove. If you’re 
not entirely confident in your ability to perform 


this DIY task, it is worth calling in 
a professional, as any floor laid badly will not 
look good. 

One of the key benefits that any type of 
wooden flooring has over carpet is easy 
maintenance. Stains can be swept up with 
a cloth, and pet hairs removed with a quick 
sweep of the broom. Engineered wood 
flooring can handle a light mopping on 
a regular basis, but don’t be overzealous with 
water on laminate, as this will cause the 
boards to warp and bend. Unlike laminate, 
engineered wood can also be carefully re- 
sanded and re-finished, depending on the 
thickness of the top layer, which allows you 
to revitalise your flooring at least three times 
during its lifetime. 

When it comes to picking the perfect 
floor for your property, there’s a lot more to 
think about than just the colour or finish. 
Malce sure it caters to your needs, for 
instance, non-slip varieties will minimise the 
chance of any unfortunate accidents. Weigh 
up the benefits of short term savings versus 
long term costs before you malce any 
decisions; what may save you a few pennies 
now may cost you many more in the future.

Our properly expert reveals her 
top tips on renovating your loft 


Take a look at

® l f you’re looking to add 
I space to your home, 
converting your loft could 
■ provide the extra room you 
need. Heading south to the 
basement can be a costly and tricky task, while 
extensions can alter the appearance of your 
home and compromise its period look and feel. 
Loft conversions, on the other hand, can 
usually be created without affecting your 
home’s exterior shape, so you can retain its 
original style with the added bonus of more 
comfort and space. 

Prior to planning your project, it’s vital to 
check the essentials, such as the height in the 
middle of the loft, so you know whether 
a conversion is possible. Your roof height 
should be 2.4 metres or more, which is ideal 
for period property owners because pre- 
1960s buildings and houses built in the 
Victorian or Edwardian era usually reach or 
exceed this height. Your local Building Control 
is required to sign-off any changes, meaning 
you won’t be able to convert a roof space for 
sleeping purposes unless you have an 
accessible fire exit, such as stairs, so it’s 


crucial to consider your landing or access area 
before preparations begin. You could create 
stairs which lead directly from your current 
stairway with a turn to the loft level, or carve 
out space from another room to create attic 
access, but think carefully about these options 
as losing or reducing the size of another room 
could affect your property’s value. 

Once you are confident that your home is 
suitable for a conversion, take a look at 
properties which have been converted in 
a similar way to give you a better idea of the 
different style options available. 1 find walking 
around my local area, talcing note of nearby 
properties which have converted loft space 
and, if possible, the companies that worked on 
them, helps to determine which route to take 
and provides a good starting point for hiring 
reputable businesses. 

In terms of planning permission, check 
with your local council before the work starts 
(this is mandatory for a Listed home). Although 
everyone has permitted development rights 
which allow you to expand your home, this is 
limited to a maximum size and must follow the 
property’s original footprint, and any previous 


extensions must be considered too. 

Utilise any professionals involved in the 
project for their advice and knowledge so you 
are well informed of the possible outcomes of 
the conversion. A local estate agent can advise 
on how any changes will impact your 
property’s value - you don’t want to lose 
money if you decide to move in the future. 

A member of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors can look at the structure of your loft 
and landing space and guide you on the 
practicalities, including structural issues, 
approximate costs and potential value added to 
your property. Don’t forget to use online tools 
too, such as planmngportal.co.uk, which are 
handy and free. 

Lastly, malce sure anyone involved in the 
conversion is aware of the latest planning and 
building regulation contracts. Get a solicitor to 
check the contract of anyone you hire to work 
on your home, or download your own from the 
Federation of Master Builders website, so if the 
worst happens, you’re legally covered. Loft 
conversions can be a complex renovation for 
your home, so be organised and well prepared 
before you embark on your exciting new plans!
